Equality for the old and new burghers in 
regard to presidential and other elections. 

A special dispatch to the Pall Mali Ga- 
zette from Cape Town says the British re- 
ply is regarded as equ.valent to an ultt- 
matum, and advices from Pretoria indicate 
that war is Inevitable. 

A Pretoria special to the Cape Times 
says the Transvaal has notified the miners 
of Italy that it w.il give them a safe con- 
duct\and protection in case they wish to 
remain in the Transvaal.

President Paul Kruger made his latest 
presentation ef the justice of the Boers’ 
cause before the Volksraad last Friday, 
‘when the more violent of the burghers de- 
manded that some action be taken upon 
the effect of the assembling of British 
troopa upon the Transvaal frontier. It was 
@ justification of every act of the Govern- 
ment at Pretoria, and an appeal for moder- 
etion, further consultation and peace. Un- 
der President Kruger’s orders Mr. Montagu 
White, the diplomatic agent of the South 
African Republic in London, transmits to 
the New York World and Post-Dispatch 
an official English paraphrase of that 
speech, As will be seen, Kruger’s address 
really covers and answers every vital point 
in the last note of Great Britain to tie 
Transvaal, which is regarded es an ult!- 
matum. 

The British demands are: 

A five years’ franchise. 

Quarter representation in the Volksraad 
for the gold fields. 

Pquality with the Dutch in the Volksraad., 

English language in the Volksraad. 

Equality with old and new burghers in 
regard to presidential and other clections, 

President Kruger’s address fuliows: 


PRESIDENT KRUGER’S ADDRESS. 
Special Cable to the Post-Dispaich.

LONDON, Sept. 13.—The President of the 
South African Republic in opening his ad- 
dress declared that he 4:4 not 
say much. Everybody, he said, would con- 
tend that “right is might.” ‘Let us, there- 
fore,” he continued, “‘look well into our af- 
fairs in order to see whether we are richt. 
For that reason I have w.shed to look into 
matters and refer to ceriain points, know- 
ing that the Lord wziveth where there is 
justice. There is no doubt about that; and 
even if the whole wor.i went to war. it is 
a fact that God will decije as to justice. 
For that reason I wish te enier into the 

whole matter.”’ 

“Probably,” continyed the President, 
“mistakes have been made by the Boers 
hers and there,” and to find that out, he 
would quote facts.

of Mr. Chamberlain a p2ssaze appeared 
to the effect that he, the President, prom- 
ised to the Royal Commission that for- 
eigners would be treated eaquatiy with the 
burghers: and although %etween this rec- 
was actually sa‘fd by him, a 
slight difference existe!, which could be 
proved, he would not pause to 49 so now. 

The President, as well as tlie entire wre 
ecutive Council, had treated = foreigners 
equally with burghers and he only reterred 
to the matter so that everybody may be 
aware of this fact. 

FOREIGNERS AT FAULT. 

“What are our burghers?’ said the Pres!- 
dent. “They are the burden carricrs and 
the soldiers of the country. At the tine 
the Roya] Commission sat here, and the 
convention of 1881 was drawn up, we stood 
under a suzerainty. And what did we Go 
then? We had treated foreigners cqua:iy 
with our burghers. But whatiid the fer- 
eigners do? They would not stand on equa! 
footin with our burghers, because, they 
argued, we should then have to do army 
service.’ 

“They then got themselves registered at 
the office of Mr. Hudson, the British Com- 
missioner at the time. Therefore we were 
willing. but they would not. Where, then, 
did the injustice committed hv us -ome ‘r?” 

“When, afterward. the gold fields were 
discovered and foreigners had come into ise 
country, under the convention of 1884, and 
the President thought ,as they wanted the 
franchise, they wished to be treated equal- 
ly with the burghers, he had cailed upon 
them for army service. But they refused. 
They did not want to go in the army. He 
then caused these persons to be arrested, 
decause the convention gave him an open- 
ing to do so, and had them brought before 
the court. But no, they remained obdurate, 

“Then Lord Loch requested that British 
subjects should be placed on the same foot- 


wt ‘ing as subjects of the most favored nation, 
desire to | 


and referred to Portugal, whose subjects 
ceuld not be ordered to enlist for the de- 
fense of the public and did not want the 
franchise. The matter was laid before the 
Voiksraad and that body sald: ‘Let those

litical rights; but that they could trade 
equally with the burghers.” 


REFUSED TO BE SOLDIERS. 


The President wished to challenge any 
man to show that they were hindered in 
doing so or that they had not been ab‘e to 
get the same rights as the burghers. But 
when they were told to enlist in the army

they refused. On a letter of Lord Loch, the 
then High Commissioner, the Volksraad, 
the President declared. adopted a resolution 
to the effect that those subjects should not 
be ordered to enlisi. The franchise was, 
however, not wanted, the said, in order to 
be equal with the burghers, and to go in 
the army was the test. 

However. he had thought that not all 
would be like that, and, animated with a 
desiré to treat them all in an equal man- 
ner, he caused a notice to be pubiished as 
to who were willing to do army service, 
and a proposal was laid by him before the 
Volksraad and approved of by that body 
to the effect that those who went in the 
army, of whatever nationality, should ob- 
tain the franchise at once, 

This, President Kruger said, was done in

What more did they 
want? The President could not understand 
that more was or could be wanted of them.

By way of 
comparison the President said that hie 
trolisers had been zsked for and given, an?

The President hoped that Mr. Chamber- 
lain would view the matter in the proper 
ight: that the English subjects would not 
nave the franchise and they would not be 
on ati equal footing with the burghers of 
the republic. If the matter could be set- 
led in such a manner; that they could vote 
and would not, for instance, be required to 
so on commando (do ‘arm gervice), they 
Would probably be willing to take tne fran- 
CHISf. 

This Government has offered the fran- 
chise after five years’ residence, but they 
would not have it. They only wanted the 
countrr. 

The President expressed the hope that the 

Volksraed weuld await the reply of Mp. 
Chamberlain to the republic's last repiy, 
and that if the hivitation to a oonference 
at Cape Town was accepted Mr. Cnamber- 
lain would be conyinced and accede to the 
Transvaal’s desires, as otherw'se the Presi- 
dent Was it a loss io know what Mr. Cham- 
beria'n wanted. 

The President seid that he also obtained 
secret reports and could not but deduce 
from them that in England probablv a ma- 
jority was in favor of justice. Some of 
ihem there had spoken tn favor of the 
speculators and subout Majuba and Colley 
be avenged, but if he, the President, 
viewed the matter in the preper light, he 
was ‘bound to say that “Ergland’s action in 
that respect was a nobie deed done to us. 
The annexation Was an imp'ous action, bt 
when England saw that she had been mis- 
‘od, ro more troops were called ont by Mr. 
Gladstone, but the country was returned 
to vs. This will be a noble action recorded 
in Eingland’s book of judgement.’ 

GOD IS THE ARBITER. 

It was a righteous and honest action, the 
President said, and the Lord would govern 
his own. “‘And when we ponder on the 
cisiory of our country and see in what 
manner the Lord has led us, we shall also 

that only the Lord will be our final 
arbitrator. for he has the 
his hand.”’ 

Mr. Chamberlain stood on yonder side, 
the President on this side. They could not 
agree, but God would be the final] arbiter. 
He would in justice decide. 

“We have no doubt,” continued the Pres- 
ident, ‘“‘that our sins and our misdoings 
are indeed many and that 
punished for them; but where God in the 
Bible punished the Israelites we neverread 
that he gave his people over to their eéne- 
mies. Let us therefore. not doubt in the 
hands of God.” 

The President again expressed the hope 
that the Volksraad wou.d wait until a re- 
ly had been received from Mr. Cham- 
verlain to the Republic's last dispatch. A 
conference might then take place, as pro- 
posed by Mr. Cahmber'’vain himself in hie 
last dispatch, in order to devise plans to 
remove the present tension. 

Mr. Chamberlain would become con- 
Vinced that all shou'd not forget that the 
I.ord has the hearts of the people as also 
the heart of Mr. Chamberlain in his hands. 
The Lord could change things and let right 
carry the day without bloodshed. 

“We must leave matters tn the hands 
of the Lord, but the Lord awaits the voice 
of the people. When Israel was under the 
Pharaons it was oppressed so long as the 
people’s voices had not gone out to the 
Lord. When, afterward, in their anguish, 
they caled upon him the Lord said: ‘The 
voice of the people has come to me.’ 

“This was sufficient proof that the Lord 
reigned and for that reason, the Presi- 
dent declared, he must say, ‘Brethren, fly 
unto the Lord and the Lord wil! decide for 
us. He carries all hearts in his hands— 
those of the people of England and of al] 
nations on the earth. 

“Perhaps the people of England will rise 
to resist where Mr Chamberlain acts 
wrongfully.’’

SHALL AMERICA STEP IN? 
Bourke Cockran Urges McKinley to 
Offer Mediation. 

NDW YORK, Sept. 13.—Ex-Congressman 
W. ourke Cockran has written the fol- 
lowing open letter to President McKinley 

about the Transvaal: . 

“You will, I am sure, excuse this inva- 
sion of your holiday when I explain that its 
object is to invoke the exercise of a power 
which Providence seems to have placed in 
your hands with special reference to a dai- 
rer now threatening the peace of the world. 
It can hardly be questioned that a proffer 
of friendly mediation by you would suffice 
to delay, if not prevent the threatened in-

Mr. Chamberlain contended that his ob- 
ject was to get the franchise for Mer Ma- 
jesty’s suthjects, but the President was of 
the opinion that Mr. Chamberlain had nev- 
er viewed the matter in the proper light, 
because the franchise resolutely re- 
fused, and the cause of this was then 
¢chrown on the republic’s shoulders. Mr. 
Chamberlain would, the President was sure, 
never be able to make a point regarding 
the franchise on which the state had been 
at fault. The latest correspondence with 
Mr. Chamberlain, tn which’ reference jis 
made to the conference to be held at Cape 
Town, Was now before the VolFsraad. 

The President could not itmagine any 
sensible being contending that the republic, 
so far as the franchise was concerned, had 
mace a mistake. The subjects of Her Maj- 
‘ i refused the franchise and only wanted 
to have the country. 

THERE IS NO SUZERAINTY. 

There was some discussion about suzer- 
ainty, but the President, so far as he waa 
concerned, was of fhe opinion that were 
Mr. Chamberiain this day to stand in the 
face of God his conscience would tell him 
sat no suzerainty over the repubiic ex- 
Sten . 

The President expressed the hope that the 
Volksraad would wait till Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s reply to the last dispatch from the 
republic had been received before taking 
any steps. 

In order to convince everybody the Presi- 
dest was prepared to send a commission to 
Cc Town. “Do not,” he said, “allow this 
plan to pe frustrated.”

The asserticn at the point of the 
bayonet by one power of a rignt to contre; 
or prescribe the conditions governing the 
electoral franchise in another country, ad- 
mitedly independest, would be an act of 
‘criminal aggression,’ the enormity of 
which hus been Cescribed in clear, Vigorous 
and scathing terms by the present English 
Colenial Secretary. "ou cannot be indif- 
ferent to the fact that when Mr. Cham- 
beriain denounced as indefensible any sug- 
gestion of interference by the British Gov- 
ernment in the purely domestic affairs of 
the Transvaal. the relations between this 
country and England were strained over tha 
Venezuelan boundary, while now that these 
relations have become cordial the same 
statesman feels emboldened to trample up- 
on his professions, if not to violate his prin- 
ciples. 

“An Anglo-American aliiance can hardly 
be a force for the maintenance of justice 
and the spread of civilization, as its advo- 
cates contend, if Engiand’s foreign policy 
be marked by respect for justice while the 
two countries are estranged, and by wanton 
acts of aggression while their relations are 
cordial. it is not extravagant or unreason- 
able to insist that any country seeking al- 
lience with the United States must show 
some semblance of regard for the moral 
law, at least during the period of courtship. 
If there be other and sounder reasons than 
those assigned by the press for the attitude 
of the British Government fn South Africa, 
its position will be strengthened by a dis- 
closure of them. A friendly but urgent

THE BRITISH DEMANDS, 
Substance of Chamberlain's Official 


Note to Kruger. 
LONDON, Sept. 13.—The substance of the 
British note to Kruger follows: 
Mr. Chamberlain says he understands the 
concessions made in President Kruger’s 
note of August 18 have been withdrawn on 


account of the British attitude regarding 
suzerainty and adds: 

“Her Majesty’s Government has abgoluie- 
ly repudiated the view of the pol.tical sta- 
tus of the Transvaal] taken by the Trans- 
vaal Government, claiming the status oLa 
sovereign State, and, therefore, are unable 
to cons.der any proposa] made conditionally 
on their acceptance of this view.” 

The note says that the British Gevern- 
ment is sat:sfled that the law embadying 
the proposed alleviating measures for Out- 
landers is inefficient to secure immediate 
and substantial representation, which, it is 
understood, the Transvaal adm.ts to be rea- 
sonable. It then says:

Fight for Liberty. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 13.—The Reoord prints 
the following copyrighted dispatch from 
Gen. Joubert, commanding off.cer of the 
Transvaal army: 

“The swarms of capitalists and adven- 
turers who have been attracted to the 
Transvaal by its gold are not content with 
trying by their cunning to swindle the 
Boers out of their lands and riches, but 
they would control the country absolutely. 

‘For this purpose England is used as a 
cat's paw by these men. What could bet- 
ter serve their end than loudly to compla.n 
that the Boers are oppressing the Uitiand- 
ers: 


‘Then the whole world will cry, ‘Shame 
upon the Transvaal.’ 


“Next come Joseph Chamberlain's 
screams for the maintenance of suzeraigpty. 
and on top of that his quarrel with the 
Transveaal’s franchise regulations. This 
reaches the ears of the whole world, and 
the Transvaal, deserted by ail the c‘vilized 
or ‘great’ powers, is unable to get either 
impartial investigation or arbitration. 

“Thus, unalded by any. the Republic must 
bow the knee to Chamberlain, must con- 
cede his demands and lose its .ndependence 
or else set all South Africa ablaze. 

“This is our true position. We hope and 
pray for peace, but we shall not abandon 
the independence of the Republic so long 
as we have life, let the cost be what it 
may.”’

Tt ie a common error to suppose that watered stock involves 
@ loss to some holders. It is not necessarily so. Many cor- 
porations are capitalized for many times the actual invest- 
ments, and yet the securities are gilt edged, the best and 
soundest in the market. 

Watered stock measures the real or anticipated value of 
monopoly. In articles of prime necessity, which the people 
must have, there is no Iimit to which this value can be 
pushed, save that found in the exhausted pocket of the con- 
sumer. If the corporation has a true “cinch,” if consumers 
must have its product, it can water its stock indefinitely and 
pay dividends. 

It is true that many of these schemes are mere windbags, 
bound to collapse, but sooner or later a firm footing is found 
in actual monopoly and then stock may be watered without 
peril to its holders.

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THE FRANCO-RUSSIAN ALLIANCE. 


The cabled extracts from the editorial comments in St. Pe- 
tersburg newspapers go to show that as much horror has 
been excited in that capital by the conviction of Capt. Dreyfus 
as in London or New York. 

There is a practical side to this case which the French, In 
their mad determination to uphold the “honor” of the army 
at the expense of justice and right, seem to have entirely over- 
looked. 

What ts the alllance worth to Russia? The Dreyfus court- 
martial has exposed the gross corruption of the French army 
and the utter incapacity of the general staff. There is not a 
single prominent general who escaped the taint of infamy. 
All of them have been shown up as heady, stupid, short- 
sighted and inept. There is not a man among them. 

With such commanders, will the French army be a trust- 
worthy ally in a campaign? The fighting quality of soldiers 
depends to a considerable extent upon the personal qualities of 
the officers. The best fighters in the world are apt to be un- 
steady and cold if led by a commander who does not possess 
their respect. 

Russia has grave reasons to doubt the worth of the alllance. 
It would surprise nobody if the Czar should dissolve it. The 
consequence will be a rearrangement of European interests, in 
Which France will be ignored as a factor of weight. The ®e- 
public will find itself isolated, without a friend among the 
mifitary nations, and exposed to attack on every side. This is 
the penalty which France is likely to be called upon to pay for 
the monstrous injustice of Sept. 9. 


Senator Hansbrough of North Dakota says: “Congress 
might revoke every article and section in the tariff law carry- 
ing a protective duty and it would not make the slightest 
differe::ce with the so-called trusts,.”’. It is certain that many 
trusts have been so well established through high tariff legis- 
lation that they cannot he moved now by the abolition of 
duties, They will have to be “busted” by some more vigorous 
measures than anti-tarif€ legislation... But that will cut off 
some of their spoils.

Mr. Carnegie cables to the Post-Dispatch that he {1s an 
American citizen through the naturalization of his father, and 
that he himsclf also has naturalization papers. As he has de- 
clared that he will not cast off his American allegiance, it may 
be considered settled tht he will not sit In the British Parlia- 
ment. Mr. Carnegie made all his great fortune in the United 
States, and he doubtless feels that Mr. Astor’s example is 
not one for him to follow, 
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“Perhaps the gentlemen who are claiming special knowledge 
of the Constitution will be kind enough to cite some section 
of that instruinen: which aajures us to remain passive while 
an wudventurer like Aguinaldo makes a target of our soldiers,” 
says the Washington Post. The Constitution certainly does 
not provide for the invasion of the country of a people who 
were but yesterday our friends and allies, and who; Admiral 
Dewey testifies, are fit to govern themselves. 

President Kruger cables to the Post-Dispatch: “The South 
African Republic wishes arbitration upon all questions, not 
settled amicably, which have arisen or are arising on the in- 
terpretation of the treaties, conventions or other written un- 
‘dertakings between the South African Republic and Great 
Britain.”” What could be fatrer than:this? How can there be 
any war in the Transvaal unless Great Britain is determined 
to make it? 
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The marriage of Gen. Grant's granddaughter to a Russian 
Prince ought not to affect our tender relations with Great 
Britair. This union will not in the least change American 
opinion of Russian affairs. It represents nothing of American 
eentiment.

POULTICES.—A flaxseed poultice its made 
with bolling water. powdered flaxseed and 
cold water. For ordinarv purposes, take 
half a cup of the flaxseed and rub it Into

of boiling water. according to the consist- 
ency required, and let it cook 20 minutes. 
For a bread poultice use stale bread. Stir 
it with a strong spoon in a basin of hot 
water until it ts the right consistency, and 
let it boil up a few times. A muetiarl Deoul- 
tice for an infant ts made with one tea- 
spoonful of ground musiard and five of 
flour. Mix the flour with four teaspoonfuls 
of cold water and rub until it forms a 
smooth paste.

FAILED TO BEAT RIVALS 


The Steamer Oceanic’s Trip Across the 
Atlantic Was Not a Record 
breaker. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—The mammoth 
new steamer Oceanic of the White Star 
Line, which was looked for by many all 
day yesterday, was sighted east of Fire 
Island at 8 o'clock this morning, as if by 
schedule, this being the day the company 
had announced she would arrive. She left 
Queenstown at 12:45 p. m., last Thunsday, 
and estimating she will reach the lightship 
at 10 o'clock, the time of her passage will 
be about six days and two hours. It ie 
probable that owing to her great draught 
she will not attempt to cross the bar till 
high water which is at 1:30 this afternoon, 
at Sandy Hook, and so her appearance in 
the upper bay can hardly be expected 
before 3 o'clock. 

The time made by the Oceanic may be 
considered very good, coming through the 
heavy gales that have been reported on the 
Atlantic during her passage, and compares 
favorably with that of the ewiftest of the 
ocean steamers in such weather, bearing 
out the claim that with her powerful en- 
gines she wil] make regular schedule time, 
regardless of weather conditions. As com- 
pared with ocean records, however, there 
are a half dozen steamers on the Queens- 
town route westward that are ahead of 
her. the best of which are that of the Lu- 
cania, five days, seven hours and twenty- 
three minutes, and the Teutonic, five days, 
sixteen hours and thirty-one minutes.

These three were allowed to 
pay costs, $3.50. Patrolman Keenan admits 
that he made the recommendation. He says 
that in the case of Annie Cummings he 
made the recommendation upon request of 
William Cronin. Cronin is a brother of 
Member of the House of Delegates James 
H. Cronin. Keenan justifies his act by 
saying that all three of the women make 
May Harrington's place their headquarters 
and that they have promised to vacate the 
place.

He reached out his mght hand as 
though to hit me, and as I caught it he 
etruck me in the face with his left fist.

AN OFFICER TO ARREST HIM. 


NEW INVESTIGATION BEGUN. 


| Blind Asylum Trustees Found a Short- 
age of $300 in the Accounts 
With the Counties. 


The committee of the Board of Managers 
of the Blind School, which has been inves- 


tigating the books and accounts of the in- 
stitution with a view to ascertaining the 


‘exact amount of the peculations of the for- 


mer superintendent, Dr. John T. Sibley, dis- 
covered Wednesday morning a discrepancy 
amounting to $300 in the accounts with the 
various counties that have maintained pu- 
pils in the school] during the last ten years. 

This shortage is in addition to the $00 
shortage found in the accounts with the 
various tradesmen who supplied the insti- 
tution, 

The discovery was made in the replies of 
the County Clerks of 2 counties who re- 
sponded to the board’s request for state- 
ments of all moneys sent to Dr. Sibley for 
the maintenance of indigent pupils. These 
letters were sent to the clerk of W counties 


that have maintained pupils during the last 
10 years. Replies were received from W of 
them. 

Comparison of the statements with the 
books of the institutton showed $300 was 
missing. Many of the County Clerks are 


} attending a convention at St. Joseph, and 


their absence from home is taken to ac- 
count for the fact that replies were re- 
ceived from only 20. When the replies come 
in from the remainder the members of the 
board think it highly probable other pecu- 
lations will be discovered. 

lhe committee of the Board, consisting 
of President O'Neill and Messrs. Hoimes, 
Pollard and Munger, went to work 
Wednesday morning to make a thorough 
investigation of the books and papers, with 
a view to ascertaining the exact amount of 
the alleged peculations of Dr. John T. 
Sibley, the former superintendent, who is 
& fugitive from justice. 

The first examination went back only four 
years. It developed that the amount of 
the thefts was $600. The committee will 
now go back as far as there are papers 
and books to show the accounts of the 
institution.
